Eomy  and  D.  W.  Souder  will  canvass 
among  the  business  men  in  the  center 
of-the  city.  Martin  Connett  and  George 
Soliday  among  business  men  in  the 
eastern,  southern  and  western  parts 
of  the  city.  Valentine  Monn  and  Ja- 
cob Eudisil  will  do  canvassing  among 
the  people  in  the  country. 
— J?ouc_  Jhovsand  dollars  or  more  of 
the  amount  needed  for  the  building 
must  be  raised  by  the  congregation, 
aside  of  the  amount  furnished  by  the 
different  societies  of  the  church.  To 
raise  the  above  amount  we  must  all 
give  liberally.  Indeed,  we  hope  every 
member  of  the  church  will  And  it  a 
delight  to  contribute  all  he  can  to- 
ward the  building.  Your  pastor  asks 
that  you  shall  make  it  a  matter  of 
prayer  and  conference  with  the  Lord 
as  to  how  much  you  shall 
give  to  this  object.  Let.  us  not 
measure  ourselyes  by  others,  but  by 
the  will  and  purpose  which  the  Lord 
has  with  us.  Your  pastor  has  great 
confidence  that  whatever  is  under- 
taken for  the  Lord  with  faith  in  him, 
will  also  be  accomplished.  The  Bible 
measure  of  giving  is  the  one  tenth. 
Eead  Leviticus  27:  30-33;  Malchi  3: 
8-12.  But  we  have  long  neglected 
the  Lord's  rule  of  giving;  we  have 
not  given  our  tenth.  Let  us  cow  do 
like  Zacheus,  make  good  our  past 
failures  in  a  fourfold  measure.  We 
have  recently  learned  of  an  orphan 
servant  girl  in  the  city,  who  gave 
fifty  dollars  of  her  hard  earnings  to- 
ward the  erection  of  the  new  church 
edifice  by  the  congregation  of  which 
she  is  a  member.  What  a  com- 
mendable spirit  is  manifested 
by  this  young    girl.     Her    liberality 


puts  to  shame  thousands  of  well-to- 
do  professors.  The  earnings  of  this 
servant  girl  are  possibly  a  trifle  more 
than  a  hundred  dollars  a  year.  She 
gave  nearly  the  one-half  of  her  year's 
wages.  Fellow-Christian,  let  the 
liberality  of  this  poor  girl  be  an  ex- 
ample to  us.  Let  us  pray  that  the 
same  spirit  of  devotion  to  our  church 
may  be  in  us,  and  let  us  measure  our 
giving  by  her  example. 

The  pastor  expects  to  make  the 
canvass  among  our  people  as  rapidly 
gs  possible.  Hold  yourself  in  readi- 
ness to  give  aliberal  subscription  for 
the  new  church. 

The  subscriptions  by  the  members 
will  be  payable  in  four  equal  install- 
ments. The  first  installment  to  be 
paid  April  1,  1893.  Second,  July  1, 
1893.  Third,  Oct.  1,  1893. 
Fourth,  Feb.  1,  1894.  Payments 
may  also  be  made  in  weekly 
or  monthly  installments  by  those  who 
may  prefer  to  do  so.  Special  envel- 
ops will  be  iurnished  loitlns'purpooe. 
D.  W.  Souder  has  been  appointed 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  will  have  charge  of  all  the  funds 
for  the  church  building.  Money  can 
can  be  paid  to  the  Soliciting  Com- 
mittee, or  through  the  weekly  basket 
offerings;  or  direct  to  the  Treasurer. 
Careful  attention  will  be  given  that 
all  will  receive  proper  credit  for 
amounts  contributed. 


It  is  hoped  that  every  member  of 
the  church  will  be  at  the  Communion 
service  Sabbath  morning,  Oct.  23rd. 
This  is  a  duty  and  privilege  that  should 
not  be  neglected.  Preporatory  ser- 
vices will  be  held  the  Friday  evening 
previous.  Applicants  for  church 
membership  will  be  received  at  the 
Sabbath  morning  service.  An  op- 
portunity will  also  be  afforded  for  the 
baptism  of  children  at  this  service.

One  of  the  methods  adopted  by  the 
Ladies'  Society  to  raise  money  for  the 
new  church  is  to  sell  brick.  Several 
hundred  booklets  will  be  issued,  con- 
taining each  120  brick-certificates. 
These  booklets  will  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  children  of  the  Sabbath 
School  and  members  of  the  church.

For  every  ten  brick  sold  the 
money  must  be  reported  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Ladies  Society,  bnd  also  the 
voucher  accompaning  this  number  of 
brick.  The  brick  may  be  sold  as 
rapidly  as  possible,  but  the  intention 
is,  that  each  one  shall  sell  at  least 
ten  brick  every  month,  thus  disposing 
of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  brick 


in  the  booklec  in  twelve  months. 
Some  of  these  booklets  may  also  be 
sent  to  friends  and  Sabbath  Schools 
abroad.  The  ladies  will  push  this  en- 
terprise vigorously  and  we  are  certain 
they  will  make  a  success  of  it.  It 
will  be  well  for  each  gentleman  in  the 
church  to  have  one  of  these  booklets 
in  his  vest  pocket,  and  help  the 
ladies  gather  up  the  crumbs.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Ladies  Society,  Mrs.

AT  REST. 


At  an  early  hour  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing, Sept.  23rd,  Arthur  G.  Henderson, 
son  of  David  and  Mary  Henderson, 
departed  th's  life.  Death  came  at 
an  unexpected  hour.  Although  seri- 
ously ill  for  several  weeks,  the  attend- 
ing physician  and  family  were  hope- 
ful of  Arthur's  recovery  until  but  a 
few  hours  before  death  came.  For 
nearly  two  years  past,  he  had  been  in 
xihe  employ  of  one  of  the  railroad 
offices  in  this  city  as  stenographer; 
his  close  confinement  to  his  work 
seemed  to  have  so  exhausted  his  nerv- 
ous system,  that  ae  had  not  suffi- 
cient vitality  to  endure  the  severe 
attack  of  fever  with  which  he  was 
taken.  He  was  ambitious,  his  ab- 
sorbing desire  was  to  be  an  expert  in 
his  profession  and  to  give  the  ut- 
most satisfaction  to  his  super- 
iors. And  to  this  ambition 
he  sacrificed  his  life.  It  is  sad 
indeed  that  a  young  man  with  such  a 
noble  spirit  and  such  a  high  aim  in 
life  should  come  to  such  an  early 
grave  Arthur  was  highly  esteemed 
and  beloved  by  his  parents  and  other 
members  of  the  familv.  He  had 
alwavs  been  an  obedient  and 
solicitious  son,  and  an  affectionate 
brother.  That  he  was  highly  re- 
spected by  his  associates  and  by  the 
community,  was  manifest  by  the 
large  number  of  persons  who  were  in 
attendance  at  his  burial.  He  was 
aged  at  his  death,  23  years,  11  months 
and  13  days.  The  funeral  services 
were  held  on  Monday  afternoon,  Sep- 
tember 26,  from  the  home  of  his  sis- 
ter, Mrs.  Chester  Durnell,  on  West 
DeWald  street.  After  a  brief  service 
at  the  house  the  body  was  borne  to 
the  Lindenwood  cemetery,  attended 
by  a  large  number  of  sympathizing 
friends,  and  members  of  t  le  order  of 
Knights  of  Pythias.  He  leaves  to 
mourn  his  loss  a  bereaved  father  and 
mother,  two  brothers  and  two  sisters.
